Following a similar ruling in Loui- 
siana last Friday, the Supreme Court 
of the State of Maryland has voted to 
strike down laws making it illegal for 
people under 21 to buy or consume 
alcohol. In a class action lawsuit, 
Prominent Baltimore attorney 
Stephen L. Miles was able to con- 
vince the court that the “‘over-21” 
restriction amounted to unconstitu- 
tional age discrimination. 

Tuesday’s ruling, effective im- 
mediately, makes Maryland one of 
two states in the nation where the 
drinking age is under 21. 
Complaintant Howard M. Gibson, a 
sophomore at the University of Mary- 
land at College Park, felt that such 
restrictions were contradictory to the 
very notion of legal adulthood at age 
eighteen. “If I’m old enough to die 
for this country,” said the ROTC 
Lieutenant, “then it’s only fair that I 
be old enough to go out hammered.” 

The ruling certainly spells good 
news for Maryland’s bars and liquor 
stores. Koni Chi-Wa, owner of The 
Schnapp Shoppe on 30th Street and 
North Calvert applauded the ruling, 
“T think that this will be great for 
business.” Another Charles Village 
proprietor, Jerry Smith of P.J.’s Pub 
on North Charles Street, agrees, “To 
be honest, I always thought the regu- 
lations were a little unenforceable 

anyways. I mean, 18 to 20-year-olds 


have been sneaking in the back door 
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of the Charles for years.” 

Director of Student Activities Bill 
Smedick, under whose jurisdiction 
falls E-Level, says the ruling opens 
up a great number of possibilities for 
the on-campus pub. “Previously, we 
could not have alcohol at, say, fresh- 
man class-sponsored events, because 
the students were all under 21, but 
now they can include alcoholic bev- 
erages in their programming,” he said. 

Though the tenth amendment to 
the Constitution specifically prohib- 
its the Federal government from over- 
turning this decision, Maryland may 
face cuts in federal highway funds 
and other transportation grants. 

Justice Ernestine Sanchez said 18- 
year-olds are afforded numerous 
adult privileges and responsibilities 
under state laws. The 21-year-old 
drinking age would “create a situa- 
tion where eighteen to twenty year- 
olds are accorded the responsibili- 
ties and obligations of an adult under 
the law, but are treated as though 
they are still children when it comes 
to the purchase and public consump- 
tion of alcoholic beverages.” 

Dissenting Judge Harry Silver 
argued that he did not consider the 
21-and over drinking age arbitrary 
and said it helped further “the legiti- 
mate government objective of pro- 
moting highway safety.” 

Attorney General Joseph Curran 
and Governor Parris Glendening de- 
clined comment, saying they wanted 
to give their staff a chance to study 
the ruling first

Death Row Records recording 
artist Snoop Doggy Dogg will head- 
line this year’s Spring Fair. This will 
be his first scheduled appearance 
since his acquittal of murder and 
manslaughter charges in Los Ange- 
les County Criminal Court. 

The 23-year-old Snoop Dogg, 
born Calvin Brodaus, was born and 
raised in Long Beach, California be- 
came involved in gang-related crime 
before his astute lyrical ability was 
discovered by Dr. Dre, another Los 
Angeles native. Dre, nee’ Andre 
Young, had recently split from his 
old group, N.W.A. (Niggaz With 
Attitude) and founded his own inde- 
pendent label, Death Row Records. 
After hearing a performance by his 
future protégé’, Dre signed the former 
high-school dropout to a mu!ti-mil- 
lion dollar recording contract. 

Snoop appeared on Dre’s single 
“Deep Cover” and LP, The Chronic 
torave reviews, before his own multi- 
platinum releases, Doggystyle and 
Murder Was the Case. 

Spring Fair Co-Chairs Ross 
Lieberman and Jay Koyner explained 
their choice as a matter of popularity. 
“Snoop is a big name, and there is no 
doubt in my mind that the beer gar- 
den will be packed this year,” said 
Koyner. Lieberman agreed, “Look at 
last year—The Samples are a good 
band, but who has ever heard of them? 
Snoop Doggy Dogg is a household 
name and proven crowd pleaser.”

Lieberman responded to this criti- 
cism, “First of all, he is the kind of 
person to whom many of the Johns 
Hopkins community is exposed. This 
is an opportunity for them to listen to 
and have a beer with the guy, rather 
than just see him on TV. Second, 
Snoop was found innocent of all 
charges.” “With so much drama in 
the L-B-C, it’s kind of hard being 
Snoop D-O-double-G,” Koyner ex- 
plained.

Perhaps the presidential ambitions 
of Steve Forbes have merely gone in 
a new direction. 

Several members of the Hopkins 
Board of Trustees, who wished to 
remain anonymous, have confirmed 
that publisher and former GOP presi- 
dential candidate Steven Forbes was 
interviewed for the vacant Johns 
Hopkins University presidency last 
week. 

Forbes appears to be a long-shot 
candidate. Several sources, includ- 
ing The Sun and The Johns Hopkins 
News-Letter have learned that Dr. 
William R. Brody, provost of the 
University of Minnesota’s Academic 
Health Center, is the leading candi- 
date to replace interim president 
Daniel Nathans. 

In fact, some are very upset about 
the negative talk about frontrunner 
Brody coming out of the Forbes 
camp. “People just don’t like nega- 
tive advertising,” said former Ten- 
nessee governor Lamar Alexander, 
who denied any interest in the Hop- 
kins presidency. “I think people 
would rather have a positive, honest 
guy in ared plaid shirt.” 

Still, the Forbes interview really 
has the Homewood campus talking. 
“On the surface, it makes a lot of 

sense,” said freshman Alex P. 
Keaton. “Besides, I always though 
Hopkins should have a business 
school.”

Forbes Interviews for JHU Presidency 't-4 ; 
Former GOP Long Shot Candidate Talks About ‘Flat Tuition’Plan Position Reinstated 


Steve Forbes was unavailable for 
comment buta written statement from 
his office faxed to this publication 
indicated that Forbes was interested 
in running a university now that his 
presidential hopes have been dashed. 

“Lsee a university as areal chance 
for growth and opportunity,” Forbes 
said in the written statement. “A flat 
tuition rate is the answer to every- 
thing because it would create growth 
and opportunity. Everyone likes 
growth and opportunity. [could bring 
growth and opportunity to a univer- 
sity with the flat tuition idea.” 

The flat tuition proposal backed 
by Forbes is quite controversial. Simi- 
lar to his proposal for a flat income 
tax, the flat tuition rate would be 
income-dependent. Rather than a flat 
fee, students would pay 11 percent of 
his or her family income. While it 
seems inequitable, the need for fi- 
nancial aid would be abolished. 

Some Baltimore City school offi- 
cials are intrigued by the idea. “Fi- 
nally more Baltimoreans will be able 
to afford to go to Hopkins,” said 
Jackie McLean, who now works in 
the education department. “It’s a great 
opportunity for a lot of kids.” 

On the surface, it seems like a 
great opportunity for low-income 
families. However, some groups are 
concerned about the flat tuition’s ef- 
fect. “I think in the long run, it’s very 
bad for the neediest applicants,” said 
Stuart Comstock-Gay of the Mary- 
land ACLU. “Think about it. If Hop- 
kins got two applicants, one whose 


family makes $200,000 a year, and 
another who’s scraping by on 
$15,000, which student are they go- 
ing to accept? You think they’re go- 
ing to turn down that extra $18,000 a 
year? No way.” 

The proposal has gotten some sup- 
port and encountered some opposi- 
tion from a wide range of groups. “I 
can just see it now,” said student 
council president Matt Quigley. “All 
of a sudden, Tori Spelling is a Hop- 
kins freshman and the university is 
rich without having to ask Zanvy] for 
more money.” 

Tori Spelling was unavailable for 
comment but was rumored to be quite 
upset that she’ll never be able to 
afford to attend college if this idea 
catches on. “I guess daddy will have 
to keep giving me those acting jobs,” 
Tori told her closest friends. 

SAC Treasurer Jason Mussell sees 
the whole thing as a big joke. “We 
can’t even get student groups to fill 
out proper financial statements,” 
Mussell noted. “How is Hopkins 
going to get accurate financial infor- 
mation on over 3,000 students?” 

The Graduate Representative Or- 
ganization expressed serious con- 
cerns about the prospect of a Forbes 
presidency. “What we need are need- 
blind admissions, and this idea pro- 
vides the opposite incentives,” said 
GRO chair Julie Washington. “I think 
we need to hold a forum to study this 
further and come up with better alter- 
natives.” 

One group on campus that seems 


to be excited by the flat tuition talk is 
the athletie department. “We're pull- 
ing for Forbes all the way,” said 
athletic director Tom Calder. “The 
flat tuition will allow us to recruit a 
wider base of high school students, 
some of whom could otherwise not 
afford Hopkins.” 

Men’s basketball coach Bill 
Nelson seemed equally excited. 
“Now that we’re joining the Ivy 
League (see related story) and movy- 
ing to Division I, we need to be able 
to recruitkids from all backgrounds,” 
Nelson commented. “I’m really ex- 
cited about this team’s future pros- 
pects.” 

Retiring Princeton University 
basketball coach Pete Carril was 
sharply critical of both Forbes and 
the flat tuition. “The Ivy League 
prohibits athletic scholarships,” 
Carril noted. “This is just one way 
around that regulation and it’s not 
fair to the other Ivy League schools. 
Well, except for Penn—we all know 
they pay their athletes.” 

In any case, the Forbes interview 
certainly has people talking. A deci- 
sion on the presidency is expected 
next week. The position is expected 
to be offered to William Brody. If 
that doesn’t happen or if he declines 
as did John Lombardi, Forbes could 
then resurface as a serious contender. 
“Tm not happy with the short list of 
candidates beyond Brody,” said 
Morris Offut. “If Brody doesn’t be- 
come president, anything could hap- 
pen. 


Steam Tunnels to Be Converted to JHU Subway 


J-Card to be Used for Inexpensive Campus Transportation

The famous steam tunnels which 
crisscross the Homewood campus 
are to be converted to a subway sys- 
tem, Hopkins officials confirmed 
today. Dr. Nathans announced the 
plan saying, “This will put Hopkins 
in the forefront of the academic world. 
Not even Harvard has a neato system 
like this.” The system will be known 
as the “Buried Blue Jay” (BBJ). Den- 
nis O’Shea, Director of News and 
Information explained, “We wanted 
to pay our respects to our Lacrosse 
team.” 

Construction is to begin this sum- 
mer and the entire conversion will 
take place over the course of several 
years. Bob Schuerholz, Executive 
Director of University Facilities and

Real Estate, was ebullient about the 
plans. “If the Board [of Trustees] 
didn’t keep allocating money for 
buildings, I wouldn’t have a job.” 
Sources close to the administration 
have said that Schuerholz was un- 
happy with the Homewood apart- 
ment renovations. When asked, he 
replied simply, “Been there. Done 
that.” 

When complete, the BBJ will of- 
fer four lines. The Bloomberg line 
will run between Shriver Hall and 
the Bloomberg building, stopping at 
the Registrar’s office in Garland, 
Gilman Hall, and the Hopkins Club. 
On Wednesdays and Thursdays, it 
will also include an extension to the 
Gatehouse. According to Michael 
Bloomberg, the incoming Chair of 
the Board of Trustees, the line is the 
perfect addition to Hopkins. “I think 
that the Bloomberg name has be- 


come synonymous with this univer-

The Gatehouse extension was 
added under pressure from Russell 
Baker.

John Boyce, 
president of WaWa, defended the 
line. “I think the stops will serve all 
of my members needs.” The PJ’s 
connection will only run during the 
peak times between Wednesday and: 
Saturday after 5 pm, Boyce, wasiis- 
appointed by the limited service. “We 
need [this service] all the time. We 
can never get enough.” 

The Throat line will run between 
Merryman and “D” level of the MSE 
library, stopping at Macaulay, 
Merganthaler, and Mudd. Accord- 
ing to Nor Chiao the line is perfect 
for her. “It’s really convenient... I 
won’ thave to climb those nasty stairs 
to get from basement to basement... I 
can go easily from Mudd Audito- 
rium, to Orgo Lab, to D Level,” she 
added. 

The fourth line is set to run from 
the computer lab to the Lower Quad 
engineering buildings. Officials had 
hoped to open this line first in the 
fall, as evidenced by the ongoing 
construction in Krieger hall. The line, 
however, is being put on hold for a 
few years due to difficulties with the 
name of the line. Many in the Hop- 
kins community want to name the 
line after the first Hopkins physics 
professor, Henry Rowland. Others 
recognize the difficulty of such a 
move with long-time benefactor 
Zanvyl Krieger still in the picture. 
“He just won’t die,” an exasperated 
administration official was overheard 
saying to a colleague. 

The project is expected to cost 
$300 million the first year, and an 
additional $250 million each year 
thereafter. When asked about the fi- 
nances for this, Dr. Nathans replied, 
“Mike and Zanvyl can cover the cost 
of their lines.” Additional financing, 
of course, will come from tuition 
increases. “Our job is to milk the 
students as Jong as possible so that 
we can continue to do nothing,” one 
professor in the Biology department 
was quoted as saying. 

Use of the subway system will be 
easy. Students need only slide their 
“J card” to be admitted. Money for 
the trip will be deducted from their 
magnetic stripe. Discounted rates for 
monthly and semester passes will be 
made available, according to Bettye 
Miller, Director of Auxiliary Ser- 
vices. 

Reaction to the project has varied. 
Economics professor Bruce Hamilton 
was said to be elated. “I couldn’ t care 
less about the line, but now maybe 
those damn D. Bio students will get 
out of my classroom when I want 
them to.” Those in Olin Hall, how- 
ever, were peeved by the proposed 
structure. “What about us?” many 
professors asked. Nathans responded, 
“Where did you say? Olin? Isn’t that 
somewhere in Montana?”

of SASH, called specially from Ne- 
braska to comment.

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Pre-Med Advisor

With the next round of MCATs 
upcoming, the academic advising 
office has heard complaints like never 
before. M.C. Savage’s office has been 
bombarded with requests from stu- 
dents for aid. Pre-medical students 
have beseeched the pre-professional 
office regarding assistance in locat- 
ing the correct medical schools and 
requisitioning recommendations. 

Out of utter despair, Dean Martha 
Roseman decided to use a clause 
instituted in the 1940s during war- 
time which states that she can take 
over as pre-medical advisor in “times 
of need.” The law was instituted to 
ensure that the bond between the 
undergraduate school and the medi- 
cal school would not be broken.

Spacehog Americans 
Jettison Excrement; 
Cause International Incident 


Moscow, Russia—American as- 
tronauts on the last space shuttle jet- 
tisoned a giant bag of human waste 
into space—and caused an interna- 
tional incident a week later when the 
goop splattered onto the orbiting 
Russian MIR space station in a freak 
accident. 

The chemically treated waste ma- 
terial was so sticky that Russian as- 
tronauts had to schedule a space walk 
to clean off the glass view ports, an 
angry Russian space program man- 
ager said. 

“That caused a majoremergency,” 
said boris Bolanovich, who manages 
the space station’s communication 
system from the ground. “Anditcould 


| have been much, much worse. 


“The Amercan astronauts ought 
to know that you have to blast your 
waste out into space away from the 


| trajectory of orbiting satellites, you 


don’t just dump it where it can en- 
danger others. What they did was 
totally irresponsible.” 

While NASA officials have re- 
fused to comment on Russian claims, 
the Russians have given the accident 
front page treatment in the news. 

According to these accounts, cos- 
monauts in the MIR space station 
heard a loud thud in the middle of 
their sleep cycle and rushed to inves- 
tigate. They found that four of the 


MIR station’s window ports had been — 


blocked with a thick, black substance 
that looked like mud. 

“They thought perhaps they had 
discovered some new type of space 
phenomenon, some dense floating 
particles or a new kind of partially 
liquid asteroid or somoething,” said 
Bolanovich. “They waited for the 
material to fall away, but it didn’t, so 
they had to send two cosmonauts out 
to investigate. 

“When the men got out there, they 
realized what had happened. There 
was no way they could leave the stuff 


on the windows because it reduced 


their visibility. 

“It took them four hours to scrape 
it off the view ports—all because of 
the careless Americans.”

The real surprise performance was 
delivered by Barnstormers newcomer 
Joe Ismert, in the Kirk Cameron role. 
Ismert is Kirk Cameron, both in ap- 
pearance and mannerisms.

The other inside joke centers 
around actress Tracey Gold’s real- 
life battle with anorexia.

tween testing and experimentation?” 

“Well, the word ‘experimentation’ 
has four more syllables than ‘test- 
ing’; do you have any idea how much 
more serious that makes things 
sound?” 

“And just exactly what are you 
testing here?” 

After much difficulty, Dr. Heinritz 
and his colleagues communicated the 
details of the psychological testing 
that was being conducted mere feet 
from where the reporter stood. They 
explained that the University had 
condoned the experimentation of ly- 
sergic acid diethylamide, or LSD, on 
students who had volunteered to be- 
come guinea pigs. 

Dr. Heinritz explained further the 
logistics of the LSD testing, or as he 
called it, “Operation Groove-Skip.”
